Under the Registry lows recently re-enacted in 
the Revised Statu Of the United States, no 
vessel can be deemed a vessel of the United States 
and entitled to national protection unless owned 
entirely and commanded by citizens of the United 
States. If a naturalized owner or part owner of a 
vessel goes to a foreign country and remains 
there for two years, the register of the 
vessel is forfeited. Only vessels built in the 
United States, or captured by the United States in 
war, can be registered. No American-built vessel 
licensed to sai] under a foreign ang Curing the Re- 
bellion can be registered anew. No vessel can be 
2 the owner or part owner of which usual - 
y ives in a foreign country. Vessels sold toa 

oreigner shall be considered foreign vessels, and 
not entitled to another registration if repurchased 
by United States citizens.

ITS ANNUAL REPORT. 
“Special Disvaich to The Tribune. 

Mitwatxesz, Wis., Aug. 21.—The Secretary, 
Charles Randolph, read the following report of 
the Executive Council: 

The Constitution of the Board provides that it 
hall be the duty of the Executive Council to sub- 
mit at each meeting of the body a report of its of- 
ficial ac. together with a statement of what new 
or unfinished business may require the attention of 
the meeting; and also to make such recommenda- 
tions as it may deem necessary for the welfare and 
promotion of the objects of the Board; and it has 
been usual in such reports to review, more or less 
elaborately, the present status of such questions 
as have been acted upon affirmatively by the body 
or are stili under its consideration. 

The chief object bad in view in the organization 
of the National Board of Trade was to make it the 
medium of the united — — 2 of such commer- 
cial associations as might be represented in its 
membership on questions affecting the common 
interests of all: and it was believed tnat through 
the chosen representatives of the several local or- 
ganizations, after a full discussion of the questions 
considered, of conflicting

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is rapidly approacoing; as et, however, but little 
preparation has been made for an event burdened 
with so much responsibility to the Government, 
and so much of interest to the welfare of the peo- 
ple. The general credit of the nation, as indicat- 
ed by the market-value of its funded securities, 
and the diminiened discount of its floating or cur- 
rency indebtedness, has been greatly improved, 
while the status of our foreign trade relations dur- 
ing the last fiscal year has been much more favor- 
able to our exchanges than ever before, and is 
highly gratifying. The general industries of 
the country. however, remain greatly depressed. 
Capital still stands aloof from enterprises 
involving ite permanent use in promoting those 
industries, and as a result labor is toa large ex- 
tent unemployed, or at best employed at scarcely 


items. 

It is belteved that the Influences which induced 
the fixing of the rates of duues on many classes of 
goods, and the peculiar manner in which they are 
sometimes adjusted, have been anduly considered, 
resulting to the advantage of s interests rath- 
er than to the weifare of the ent or of the 
people at large. 

The Council are well aware of the fact that to 
equitably adjust the details of a tariff of duties 
that shall produce the necessary revenue, legiti- 
mately encourge our home industries, so as to give 
— —— as far as it can consistently be dont’, 
to the artisen and laborer in our own midst, and at 
the same time not impose on our people unneces- 
sary and burdensome taxation, is a delicate and 
complie ated labor. requiring the intelligent consid- 
ratio of those skilled in all the multiform bear- 
ings of the subject, and they have most cordially 
apr,roved the resolutions of the Board reommend- 
g the appointment of a commission of intelligent, 


remunerative rates. Evidences of a slowly re- 
turning prosperity are not entirely wanting; but 
the people are becoming restive under the lon, 
delay of ‘the hoped-for’ recovery. Suggesv.d 
remedies for the present condition of distrust and 
depression are abundant, and are laboriously urge d 
upon the public attention; but so far none seems 
to command eo general an approval as to indicate 
it as that upon which the judgment of tbe masses 
of intelligent men can rely as sure, or likely, to 
restore confidence, reinvigorate the prcstrated in- 
dustries of the country, and brine back to the 
people a condition of general prosperity. 

While it is andoubtedly true that there is a lack 
of unanimity in public sentiment tou shing the 
specific remedy for the financial uncer' ginties un- 
der which the country ie suffering, there exists a 
widespread, if not universal, convic jon that the 
policy, or lack of policy, maintaine g by the Gov- 
ernment in respect tothe currency jg largely te- 
sponsible for the feeling of unrer t and hesitation 
that to so great an extent p srvades the public 
mind and tends to paralyze th’, industria) enter- 
prises of the country. Since the late decline in

The descent from the nominal values of the late 
era of currency inflation and its attendant specula- 
tion, while antécipated by all thoughtful men. and 
in & general way universally admitted to be 
a * in returning to sound financial 
methods. has proved more violent than was 
generally expected, and in the individual ap- 
plicaGen of its effects has resulted in much embar- 
rassment. In a la number of instaaces the 
Shrinkage has a all the nominal value of 
property above its incumbrances, leaving many 
wt were supposed to de possessed of respectable 
or large estates substantially or wholly ruined in 
fortune. That the depreciation in many caces has 
been unnecessarily large is probably quite true, 
and great hardships have been suffered from the 
pressure to realize by creditors distrustful of their 
ultimate secarity. Any remedy for these evils 
that rests on the artificial process of stimulating or 
again inflating values by the increase or continued 
use of an irredeemable paper currency only in- 
sures the prolongation of the difficulty, and indefi- 
nitely postpones the time when we can hope to 
transact the business of the country on a reliable 
and safe basis. The cost of restoring our financial 
affairs to a sound basis having been substantially 
paid, it would seem most suicidal now to retreat, 
when by the application of a little more patience 
we are within easy reach of a consummation 60 
desirable. 

The present indications point to a most abundant 
vield of the products of our agriculturiets, and with 
an exceptionally good prospect of demand for 
them, resulting in part from the disturbed condi- 
tion of our principal competitors in Europe, the 
coantry may reasonably hope to retain a balance of 
foreign trade in our favor that will greatly facili- 
tate the accumulation and retention of coin in the 
country. 

To seek to check a further depreciation in values 
than that already realized to so alarming an extent, 
and to instill a confidence in the early return of 

ublic prosperity, should be the first duty of the 

ntelligent legislator, and if this Board can, with 
a good degree of unanimity, suggest measures cal- 
culated to accomplish thie end, it can do the coun- 
try mach service, and will be entitled to the gen- 
eral commendation. 

Several propositions are presented on the off Aal 
programme relating to these questions; their care 
ful consideration is commended to your best 
thoughts and most earnest attention. 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, 

At the last meeting of the Board the Council twas 
instracted to renew its efforts to secure the early 
establishment of a Department of Trade and Con- 
merce, and to request that the several constituent 
bodies co-operate in urging this important abject 
upon the attention of Congress.

Neighbors tem- 
porarily took the homeless ones in.

A PRODIGAL. 
Life of Samuel McDonald, a Spendthrift and 
Debauchee. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

BaLtmorg, Md., Aug. 21.—Samuel McDon- 
ald, whose death was telegraphed here to-day 
from Terre Haute, Ind., was connected with 
the first families of this city. His father was 
the renowned Baltimore millionaire, William 
McDonald, who, during his life, was the owner 
of the celebrated trotting-horse Flora Temple. 
Samuel McDonald was bora in Baltimore, March 
9, 1849. He attended several prominent schools 
here, and was also sent abroad to be edu- 
cated. He, however, never fancied - intel- 
lectual culture, but became a trained gymnast, 
a good boxer, and an adept in all athletic sports. 
Upon the death of his father, he inherited a 
fortune estimated at half a million dollars, and 
at once commenced leading a profligate and 
reckless life. Upon reaching his majority he 
gave a birthday party at Guilford, the country 
residence of the McDonald family, now the 
country seat of A. S. Bell. This was attended 
by many icading citizens of Baltimore and was 
noticeable for the reckless extravagance which 
prevailed. Among other things was a fonntain 
from which flowed a continuous stream of 
champagne. At this time he had open to him 
the best 3 1 in the city, and his career 
seemed a promising one. But he developed 
a taste for companions of a vicious nature, and, 
despite the coupsel and admonitions of {rieuds, 
launched forth into life of unheard protlizacy 
and dissipation. Many unavailing efforts were 
made to reclaim him. In 1871 he purchased a 
hunting lodge at Terre Haute, where his orgies 
were carried on tosuch an extent as to attract

Which Is About What the Great Tele- 
graphie Pool Amounts To. 


Western Union Controls the Ma- 
jority of the A. & P. 
Stock. 


The Latter Company to Receive One-Bighth 
of the Combined Earnings. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 21.—The agreement between 
the Western Union and Atlantic & Pacific Tele- 
grapb has been the subject of great interest to- 
day on the street. Western Union stock ad- 
vanced to 82, then receded, and rallied again, 
and finally declined to 7035, with a recovery of 
V per cent at the close. 

The terms of the agreement have not been 
made public. President Orton, of the Western 
Union Company, declared that it was not a mat- 
ter In which the public could be concerned. 
Mr. Eckert, President of the Atlantic 
& Pacific, denied the statement 
that the holders of minority. shares would 
suffer by the transfer, being convinced that it 
would necessarily be a measure of protection to 
all shareholders. The Atlantic & Pacific is to 
receive 1235 per cent of the gross earnings of 
both comnanies, The stockholders will be bet- 
ter off than before, from the fact that they will 
probably get from 3 to 4 per cent per an- 
num on the par value of their stock. It 
will make the stock of the Company 
dividend-paying, which it was not before. 
In the opinion of Mr. Eckert, the Atlantic & 
Pacific would never have paid dividends under the 
competition which has been going on. The com- 
bination will result in a large diminution of the 
forces employed by both companies, In small 
country towns where both companies have es- 
tablished offices, the one having the least fa- 
cilities will be closed. 

The officials of both companies do not think 
that the rates will advance much above the 
present grades. 

NEW YORK PRESS COMMENTS. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, Aug. 21.—The Times says that by 
the telegraph consolidation rates will be raised. 
An injunction is already talked of. 

The Sun says at 12 o’clock it was announced 
that a settlement had been completed. Presi- 
dent Orton, of the Western Union, appeared, 
and in reply to a question said: ‘* Arrange- 
ments between the Western Union and Atlantic 
& Pacific have been consummated. Nothing 
was said about the purchase of stock at the 
meeting, but the affair has been settled by pool 
ing the earnings. The proporition I cannot 
give you to-night. It will probably take until 
daylight todraw up the necessary papers for 
the members of the Committee to sign.” Jay 
Gould said: Tue differences have been set- 
tled, and the companies will work in harmony.” 
Then he went to Vanderbilt's parlors and aided 
the Committee in their tabors. ) 

The Times has the following additional details 
about the telegraphic consolidation: Russell 
Sage said yesterday that the Western Union 
first offered 9 per cent, but withdrew it. After- 
ward the Atlantic & Pacific offered to take 6, 
but backed down. Then Western Union offered 
7, and Atlantic & Pacific asked 8, and here oc- 
curred along discussion. It was settled, how- 
ever, on the basis of 8, but ataprevious meeting 
the Atlantic & Pacific Committee did not have 
power to act. They held a special meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, and were given the requisite 
authority. The generally-received opinion 
is that the delay was purpose] y 
arranged to afford Keene and Sage time 
to purchase sufficient Atlantic & Pacific stock, 
in addition to what they had, to make up the 
71,000 shares needed to give the Western Union 
a controlling majority. Of course the minority 
shares will now be worthless, as they will never 
be able to pay a dividend, and there is some talk 
among the stockholders of attempting legal 
proceedings to stop the transfer on the ground 
of collusion and fraud. The whole affair is the 
outcome of & stock-jobbingteight between Jay 
Gould on one side and Jim Keene and Russell 
Sage on the other, in which the two latter were 
so badly worsted they were forced to come to 
Gould’s terms to save themselves.“ 

New York, Aug. 21.—President Orton to-day 
said the Western Union Company would receive 
874g per cent and the Atlantic & Pacific —* 
per cent of the gross earnings of the poolec 
receipts of both companies. The arrangement 
went into effect this * and the decision 
of the conference would be final. 

The written contract agreed upon will not be 
given the public, because it contains many de- 
tails which do not concern the public. The 
Western Union and Atlantic & Pacific Compa- 
nies are now practically one company. They will 
still be run as two companies, cach retaining its 
old officers aud general organization, but all 

rofits resulting from their telegrapb- 
— wil) be “pooled.” This arrange- 
ment will last for twenty years, 
and this is the whole arrangement, private de- 
tails excepted. Of course it follows that rates 
will be advanced, but they will be advanced 
only so far as shall secure a fair profit to com- 
mes. We have - bought a majority of the At- 

ntic & Pacific stock, between 71,000 and 72,000 
shares, but nearer I cannot give the 
exact number. 

Mr. Orton did not say what price was paid, 
but it is believed that for the nearly 000 
shares, at 25 per centgm, there were paid about 
22,000 shares of Western Union at 75 per 
ceutum. 

The Atlantic & Pacific Company is therefore 
now fully under the control of the Western 
Union Company. Great satisfaction is felt 
and expressed by the latter Com- 
pany. A promment Western Union Dr 
rector believed the rates would be 
only slightly advanced. The Company desired 
to act equitably and moderately. Twenty-five 
cents for à telegraphic dispatch to Omaha was 
too low. No company could afford to send 
messages to points so distant at that price, but 
the Directors intended to make but a small ad- 
vance in their charges. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Western Union Company, this morning, 
ratified in full the proceedings of the Joint 
Committee last night, and the contract made 
by that Committee was placed on the records. 

Heretofore it has cost the two Companies 
from 60 to 70 per centum to carry on their busi- 
ness, but itis now believed that by virtue ol 
new arrangements expenses will be reduced to 
50 per centum. 

THE PROPOSED GABLE COMHINATION.

WasuHinoron, D. O, Aug. 21.—The State De- 
partment has been advised that the instructions 
sent by Secretary Evafts to Minister Pierrepont, 
July 23, respecting the conspiracy to consolidate 
the Atlantic Cable companies, were not pub- 
lished in London until Ang. 8, when the inior- 
mation reached there by mail; vet the fact was 
published in this country in the papers ol July 
24. The State Department has also received in- 
formation that Cyrus W. Field, who is manag-

Latest from Howard's Command.—A Con- 
ference with the Friendly Tribes. 

San Francisco, Aug. 21.—The following is 
just received from Spokane Falls, under date of 
the 5th : 

Gen. Wheaton’s command arrived at this 
point on the 10th inst., after eight days’ march 
from Lewiston, distant 105 miles. The com- 
mand in camp at this point numbers 530 men all 
told, two companies of the First Cavalry, ten 
companies of the Second Intantry, comprising 
an entire regimeut, direct from Atlanta, Ga., 


and about fifty citizens, employes, -teamsters, | 


etc. The transportation consists of twenty-one 
wagons, all hired from citizens. 

Capts. Hancock, Conrad, Kroutinger, Cook, 
Mills, Daggett, Drum, Keller, Haines, and 
Falk command the companies of the Second 
Infantry, and Capt. Perry and Lieut.

**What was your first English experience, Miss 
Davenport?” 
„At Liverpool I had my first English expe- 
rience. Asi was about to leave the vessel, I asked 
a gray-baired Inspector some questions concerning 
my trunk, and gave him my name. He looked up 
at me, pushed his spectacles further on his nose, 
and remarked: O yes, so you're Miss Davenport, 
the American actress. I have seen your picture 
often.’ I found my photographs common all over 
the city. 
suppose you visited the theatres?” 
**Certainly I did. The first English theatre I 


visited was the Prince of Wales’. I saw Hare's 
Court company in New Men in Old Acres. 
Wat was your impression of English au- 
diences!“ 


behind me was the pit. I was intently watching 
the play, when a young man leaned over and free- 
ly gave his opinion of the piece and the perform- 
eis. One liarity I noticed, and that was that 
ladies in the stalle and boxes and the persons in 
the galleries ate ice cream and drank ginger beer 
freely, and before I was in London three nights I 
found myself doing the same. 
„What of the London theatres?” 
»The Prince of Wales’ is about as large as the 
Pifth Avenue green-room. It is a very handsome 
theatre, however, and was decorated like a toilet- 
box at Tiffany's, with satin and gold fringe. I saw 
‘London Assurance, Miss Mary Wilton in the lit- 
tle partof Pert; and then I saw Mr. and Mrs. 
Kendall. They are very fine people. Mrs. Ken- 
dall is very handsome, ** what may be said to 
the contrary. The stage fittings were superb, and 
it looked like a doll’s house. The Gaiety is most 
like an American theatre in management. No 
fees are allowed for programmes, etc. Then I saw 
‘Our Boys’ atthe Vaudeville. This play bas ran 
over 900 nights. At the Lyceum I saw Mr. Ir- 
ving inthe Lyons Mail. 
What was the most noticeable thing about 
those theatres?’’ * 
»The bar was so near the door that I couldn 
help noticing it.

A year or two later Mr. Rose pur- 
chased a tract of 320 acres of land, then located in 
the country. but now a thickly populated portion 
of the city. The tract embraced all the terri- | 
tory vetween Seventh and Thirteenth streets, 
Poplar and Locust streets. In 1830 and 
1840 Mr. Rose bailt the Prairie House. now callea | 
the Terre Haute House. At that time the town 
clustered about the river, and the great hotel stood 
far out upon the prairie, so far. indeed, that saffi- 
cient patronage could not be obtained to keep up 
the establishment, and the house was closed for 
several years, a portion of the botel being occu- 
red as a residence by Mr. Rose’s only sister and 

er husband. Israe] Williams, Esq. 

In 1859, John Rose died at his residence in New 
York City, leaving a fortune of $975,000, most of 
which was left by will to various charitable insti- 
tutions, under singular conditions: which render- 
ed the execution of the will almost impossible. 
The will was set aside, but the wiehés of the de- 
ceased were respected, and the estate divided, as 
far as possible, according to the bequests made in 
the will. At the time of John’s death, Chauncey . 
and Henry were the only remaining members of the 
family. A settlement was made with Henry, who 
received about $100,000 from the estate. the re- 
mainder being distriouted to charitable institutions 
in New York and Charleston, 8. C. 

Mr. Rose's gifts to educational and charitable 
institutions aggregate over $2,000,000. The fol- 
lowing are the most prominent donations and en- 
dowments made by Mr. Rose during his life:

Mr. Rose made liberal donations to the State 
Normal School, and to other institutions in this 
State. He made a large donation to the News- 
boys’ Home in New York City, and to educational 
and benevolent institutions in Charleston, S. C. 

Mr. Rose made additions to the City of Terre 
Haute at various times during the past twenty-five 
years, comprising all that portion of the city cov- 
ered by the tract of land above mentioned, reach- 
ing from Seventh east to Thirteenth, and from 
Poplar street north to Locust. 

r. Rose survived all his family, and, at the 
time of his death, was without a relative nearer 
than a second cousin. Of the six brothers, none 
but Henry married; Chauncey and the other four 
brothers lived and died bachelors. Mre. Henry 
Rose resides on Twenty-second street, New York, 
a childless widow.

A third and final report of the Commission 
appointed to investigate the management of 
the New York Oustom-House has been sub- 
mitted, and if its recommendations are 
heeded there will be a very thorough clean- 
ing out of that malodorous institution.

The proceedings of the National Board of 
Trade, whose ninth annual session began at 
Milwaukee yesterday, will be read with more 
than usual interest in view of the great im- 
portance of the subjects outlined for discus- 
sion. There ought to be no uncertainty re- 
garding the infinence exerted by such a 
body of representative commercial men upon 
State and National legislation, and it might 
be worth while for the National Board, prior 
to its adjournment, to consider among other 
things the reasons for the disrespectful treat- 
ment which its memorials and recommentia- 
tions have as a rule teceived at the hands of 
Congress. The topics suggested in the éx- 
cellent sddress of the Mayor of Milwaukee, 
together with those included in the report of 
the Executive Council,—more especially the 
labor question, the remonetization of silver, 
the revision of the shipping and tariff laws, 
and the establishment of reciprocal trade re- 
lations with Canada,—are of immediate, 
pressing interest, and the deliverances there- 
on of the National Board will command par- 
ticular attention at this time. 


THE COMMUNISTS’ PLATFORM. 

The Communists of Chicago, having been 
defeated in their attempt to secure what they 
call their rights by mob violence and plun- 
der, have now held a meeting, at which they 
have adopted a platform, hoping to get by 
the ballot what they failed to get by the 
bullet. The platform, as a whole, will re- 
mind one of the epigram of the New York 
World t.* A loaf for every loafer, with full 
privilege of loafing.” That is the substance 
of the Chicago platform in a nutshell. Leav- 
ing out their meaningless generalities, let us 
look briefly at the details of their grand 
scheme of living without work and stealing 
their neighbors’ property. 

These long-haired idots or knaves start off 
with the assumption that the ‘‘ economical 
subjection of the man of labor to the mo- 
nopolizgr of the means of labor lies at the 
bottom of servitude in all its forms,” ete, 
What does this mean? Nearly all the man- 
ufacturers and employers of labor in this 
country were once journeymen themselves. In 
other w „these men, when they were work- 
ing for wages, were prudent and thrifty, and 
saved sufficient out of their wages to set up 
for themselves, and, applying the same prin- 
ciples to their business that they had to their 
labor, they gradually extended their sphere 
until they are able to give employment to 
large bodies of men. Therefore, according 
to the theory of the Communists, if a man 
saves his money and employs others he is 
the enemy,of those he employs. But if the 
man who ** cannot hire any one, and the 
man who does not save will not hire out wee 
services, what is to be done? In order to 
maintain the freedom of the man who does 
not save,” say the Communists, “ he must 
not hire out to the man who does.” This is 
all the answer they can make. This is sim- 
ply the shallow quackery of hypocrites and 
demagogues talking to workingmen, and 
working upon their credulity and ignorance 
of the principles that lie at the very founda- 
tion, not only of labor, but of society itself. 

The fifth clause of this precious platform 
declares in favor of the “abolition of all 
conspiravy laws denying the right to work- 


ingmen to combine for the protection of 


their only property,—-their labor.” This 
clause, like every other clause in the plat- 
form, conceals more than it utters. The 
abolition of conspiracy laws means the 
abolition of laws providing for the punish- 
ment of mobs or individuals who interfere 
with labor or the right of others to work. 
To illustrate: A man agrees to work for an- 
other, and is satisfied with his wages. A 
mutually satisfactory contract exists between 
them. An unruly crowd, dissatisfied with 
theirown wages, come along and require 
this man who is contented to cease work. 
If he refuses, then they mob him and his 
employer. To protect this man, a law has 
been made providitig penalties for interfer- 
ence with him, and it is this law which the 
Communistic mob now demand shall be re- 
pealed. For their satisfaction, we can in- 
form them that the youngest man among 
them will not live to see that law repealed. 
Ninety per cent of the people of Illinois, 
whose rights would be violated by such a re- 
peal, will maintam itfirmly against all efforts 
of these lazy vagabonds. This is not the 
only law which these men would throw 
over. They would also repeal the Vagrant 
law, in the interests of tramps. It was 
the farmers of Illinois who passed this law, 
and they were backed by the people in the 
gities and the towns. There is no law on 
the statute-books more difficult to remove. 
The farmers secured its passage for the pro- 
tection of themselves and their families from 
plunder and maltreatment by these lazy, 
wandering vagabonds,who would rather steal 
than work. If all the cities in the State 
were to join as a unit in demanding its re- 
peal, they could not effect it. The Commu-

tramps free license among the farms of — 
nois to waylay men, maltreat women, and 
steal property, any more than they will have 
the opportunity to interfere with the labor 
of those who wish to work in the cities. 

As aspecimen of the impracticability of 
these charlatans, they furthermore demand 
the passage of laws prohibiting the employ- 
ment of children under 14 years of age. In 
certain kinds of factories, where a child 


should have the reqrisite physical stamina 
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ing upon active labor, such a law might 
prove beneficial, but in the entire agricul- 
tural districts of the United States farmers’ 
children have to work long before they are 
14 years of age, and assist in getting 
in the crops, as well as in the lighter 
work of the garden, and of fruit 
and berry picking, where it would 
be unprofitable to employ adults, especially 
through the midsummer months, when the 
children are out of school. In them ex- 
haustive programme, the Communists not 
only would stop juvenile labor, but convict 
labor also, so that ‘‘it will not come into 
direct competition with honest labor.” Now 
what do they mean? What do they propose 
to have the convicts do? There are but cwo 
courses to pursue in regard to prisoners. 
The one is to let them remain in idleness ; 
the other is to set them to work. Unless 
their entire cost of keeping is to be paid out 
of the general taxation, they must work and 
make something to sell. What can they 
make to sell that will not compete with 
honest labor? This the Communists do not 
answer, but, until they do, they have no 


say they shall not labor to make anything 
salable, but shall live upon the people, the 
industrial classes will not assent. They 
must work at something, and there is no 
valid objection to their producing what 
comes in the least competition with the re- 
sults of honest labor. The people will 
never consent to support them as paupers. 
Equally absurd is the proposition that 
the Government shall establish a 
National Bank and lend money. 
Has it never occurred to these impracticable 
visionaries and moonshine humbugs that the 
Government has no capital and cannot loan 
money, and that, even if it could, it would 
simply bea gigantic monopoly that would 
soon crumble away of its own rottenness ? 
The whole scheme of the Communists, as 
we gather from the separate planks of their 
platform, is the abolition of property. They 


thing. They want the Government to take 
possession of everything,—the banks, rail- 
roads, telegraph lines, all routes of transpor- 
tation and communication, every wagon, 
dray, stage-coach, all means of locomotion 
in cities and towns. As the Government 
cannot buy them, they would have it con- 
fiscate them. In other words, they have a 
vagus, ill formed idea that in some way this 
whole nation of 50,000,000 can be thrown 
into one gigantic corporation, with the 
power to own all property, furnish labor, 
manage private affairs, take care of 
all idlers and loafers, and give every 
one the opportunity to live without labor if 
he is so disposed. They are striving to es- 
tablish a condition of society that would 
strike at self-respect and individual inde- 
pendence, remove every incentive to prog- 
ress, suppress every ambition and aspiration, 
destroy all human industry, remove all im- 
provements and inventions by which more 
work can be done and more wants supplied 
in the same time, quench all the glories of 
science and art, relegate the human race 
back to the old status of barbarism, and re- 
duce the individual to the condition of the 
oyster. If the chief end of man is to be- 
come a lazy lout, a shiftless vagabond, a 
pestilent petrifaction, a brawling, long-haired 
idiot, a public nuisance, and an enemy of 
his race, let him turn Communist, 


THE RESUMPTION ACT. 

In the discussion of the Resumption law, 
which provides for the redemption of the 
greenbacks on the Ist of January, 1879, we 
have endeavored fairly to point out that to 
enfore that law as it now stands would bring 
the business of the country to a calamitous 
suspension. We have over six hundred and 
fifty millions of paper money, and there is in 
the country just enough gold to meet those 
business purposes for which the paper will 
not answer. The bank-notes are redeemable 
on demandin greenbacks, and the green- 
backs are made by this act redeemable in coin 
after Jan. 1, 1879. This, in effect, makes the 
bank-notes redeemable in coin after that 
date. Now, toredeem this amount of paper 
there are in the country from one hundred 
and fifty millions of dollars to two hundred 
millions of dollars of gold. This isin the 
hands of the banks or private individuals, 
and never more than a small balance in the 
hands of the Government. The banks are 
so restrained, and limited, and taxed that at 
best their circulation is of no profit to 
them, and naturally, as the date fixed for re- 
deeming their notes in gold draws near, they 
will evade that difficulty by surrendering 
their notes and withdrawing their bonds. 
They have already done this to a large ex- 
tent, and, unless the date fixed for resump- 
tion be repealed, they will have either sur- 
rendered their whole circulation by Jan. 1, 
1879, or have put it away for safe keeping in 
their vaults. We have shown that the busi- 
ness of the country needs from $150,000,000 
to $200,000,000 of specie annually to pay 
duties on customs, to make remittances of 
interest and dividends to Europe, and to pay 
expenses of Americans traveling or residing 
abroad. The Government has undertaken to 
furnish this amount of gold by redeeming 
greenbacks. It needs, to meet its own coin 
expenditures, about $130,000,000, which 
sum it receives from customs. The gold 
with which it is to redeem the greenbacks 
must be obtained otherwise. Upon this state 
ot tac We have asked in vain for an intelli- 
gent answer to these questions: 

I. Where is the Secretary of the Treasury 
to obtain the gold with which he is to re- 
deem the greenbacks, say at the rate of 
$150,000,000 per annum ? 

2. If the greenbacks, as redeemed, are 
then burned or destroyed, their withdrawal 
from circulation, together with the enforced 
withdrawal of the bank-notes, will be a con- 
traction of $600,000,000 of currency, leav- 
ing nothing but gold coin in which and 
with which all business must be transacted, 
and all contracte paid after that date. But, 
if the greenbacks are not to be retired when 
redeemed, b@t reissued, where is the Secre- 
tary to obtain his gold tp keep up his con- 
tinuous redemption ? 

3. How are these greenbacks to be re- 
issued, and for what purpose ? 

The only answer to these questions is that 
given by the New York Bulletin, which says 
that the greenbacks, as fast as redeemed in 
gold, are to be reissued and put into circula- 
tion. And it says that they are to be reis- 
sued in lieu of gold deposited by individuals 
in the Treasury. That is to say, persons 
having gold coin will deposit it with the 
Treasury Department and take greenbacks 
because more convenient for use. This does 
not change the situation in the least. If 
$100,000,000 of geld coin be deposited in 
the Treasury and an equal sum of paper be 
withdrawn, this will not relieve the contrac- 
tion. It will leave the amount of cur- 
rency precisely unchanged. If for every 
dollar of currency issued a dollar in coin has 
to be locked up, that will not aid matters in 


the least. That can be done now. and is

We, however, have a higher authority than 
any newspaper, and that is Secretary Suxn- 
MAN, who on this subject represents the 
Government authoritatively. He made his 
carefully-prepared speech to explain the 
policy of the Government with regard to re- 
sumption. In his long and elaborate speech, 
Secretary Sxenman said never a word about 
reissuing the greenbacks after they had been 
redeemed. If the law authorized or the 
Government intended to reissue the notes 
after having redeemed them in gold, does 
any person imagine that the Secretary, speak- 
ing for the Government, of which in this 
particular he is the first Minister, would have 
failed to have so declared? In what word or 
sentence did the Secretary state that the re- 
deemed greenbacks were to be reissued? He 
was the author of the law, and is now the 
officer to execute it, and if he or the Govern- 
ment had any intention of reissuing the 
greenbacks, he would not have failed, in 
a speech intended to explain the act, 
to do so. He said that he did not think the 
redemption of the greenbacks in coiu would 
contract the currency, but by this he meant 
that for every greenback dollar retired there 
would be a coin dollar issued to take its 
place. 

We submit also to the friends of this gold 
resumption that the Secretary did not ex- 
plain where he was to get the gold to re- 
deem the greenbacks. He did not explain 
the possible effect of purchasing with bonds 
two or three hundred millions of gold and 
withdrawing that much from the stock in 
Europe. He was not prepared to explain 
that, because he is as much at sea on that 
subject as is any other person. For the 
same reason he did not explain what cur- 
rency was to take the place of the retired 
bank-paper. That is a difficulty he has not 
yet mastered. Had he been prepared to 
have answered any of these objections, who 
can doubt that he would have been glad to 
do so? 

The speech of Secretary Suxnuax is in 
fact a confession that unless there be a re- 
peal of the date fixed for resumption the 
country will be stripped of its currency, and 
reduced to the mere comparative handful of 
gold coin whieh the Secretary can purchase, 
and in which all the revenues of the Govern- 
ment, and all debts, public and private, must 
be paid. In such an event there will be a 
general crash, an utter annihilation of credit 
and of business. Nor will this be all. The 
attempt of the Government to maintain its 
gold redemption will break down,—utterly 
fail, to the disgrace of the Government, to 
the injury of the national character, and 
to the humiliafion of the country in every 
sense. 


COBDEN AND HIS WORK 

A statue of Ricnarp Cosby was unveiled 
at Bradford, Eng., a few weeks ago, and the 
occasion was improved by Mr. Joan Bricur 
to make one of the most eloquent speeches 
of his hfe. The achievements of Conse 
might well be celebrated by Mr. Barourt. 
Their acquaintange was formed before the 
agitation for the repeal of the Corn laws be- 
gan, and it continued until it was terminated 
by Cospren’s death. They labored together 
for the Repeal, and both enjoyed the fruits 
of victory. Cospzn Was the prime mover in 
the agitation. He had two ideas, the adop- 
tion of which he considered essential to the 
prosperity of his country, and he never rest- 
ed until he convinced Parliament that he was 
right. His first idea was that the Corn laws 
were erroneous in principle and pernicious in 
practice. Dependent upon and proceeding 
from this was his second proposition, that 
the tax on the importation of raw materials 
used in manufactures ought to be re- 
moved, CoBpENsS argument was that no 
system of taxation which artificially raised 
prices all around could be a benefit 
to any class of producers. The Corn laws 
prohibited the importation of corn by arrang- 
ing a sliding scale of duties, according to 
domestic prices. As the market price of the 
home crop declined, the duty on the foreign 
crop increased. The theory on which these 
laws were based was, that, the home market 
being confined to home producers, the limit- 
ed supply of corn would fetch higher prices. 
Such, indeed, was the result. But Cospey 
had been a manufacturer of cotton goods, 
and he looked at all economical questions at 
first, perhaps, from the stahdpoint of a manu- 
facturer. He saw that the monopoly on 
corn, while it conferred an apparent benefit 
on the landlords, crushed the urban popula- 
tion. Moreover, the benefit to the farmers 
was only apparent. The manufacturers de- 
manded and obtained the protection of the 
Government, and the farmer had to 
pay higher ; rates for nearly every 
article he purchased. It was a _ cut- 
throat game on all sides. Neither farmer nar 
manufacturer gained an advantage over the 
other, while both were limited in their sales 
by the increased prices, which cut off a por- 
tion of the demand. Exchange between 
them was conducted on a fictitious basis, and 
was not so profitable, because not so large in 
volume, asit would have been if no com- 
mercial restrictions had been imposed. Con- 
DEN demonstrated these propositions. He 
abandoned a business worth $50,000 a year 
to devote himself to the cause. He organ- 
ized clubs, distributed pamphlets, and made 
speeches incessantly. He was not afraid to 
be accused of enthusiasm ; ahd he was one 
of the few enthusiasts who have lived to see 
their dreams realized. He met all opponents 
—whether they were Fearcus O’Conner and 
the Chartiess or his supercilious associates 
in Parliament—with perfect intrepidity. 
Emancipation of the hands—that was the 
repeal of the protective tariff ; emancipation 
of the stomach—that was the abolition of 
the Corn laws. These causes he did not 
abandon until he had converted a Prime Min- 
ister and seen his principles triumphant. 

The commercial prosperity of England may 
be shid to date from the adoption of the 
measures advocated by Coppen. Prices of 
agricultural products decreased, but the de- 
crease in the prices of manufactured articles 
was simultaneous. The cost of living was 
reduced, and the farmer found that his grain 
would buy proportionately more than it did 
before. Rents of land remained almost 
stationary, and did not show any matked 
decline until the recent strikes of 
tural laborers. Meanwhile, articles of En- 
glish manufacture went all over the world, 
carried in English ships, consigned to 
English factors, and often sold to English 
retailers. All the world was called upon to 


bas been that England has became an enor- 


mous creditor. Her interest list on foreign 


loans approximates closely £100,000,000 per 
annum; and she can afford to import £3 


and the interest due from abroad. These 
facts account for the remarkable phenomenon 
presented in that little island, where two- 
thirds of the inhabitants live in towns, 3 
great part of the country is taken up for the 
uses of a landed aristocracy, and the average 
of comfort is as high as in any other popu- 
lous region.

Weare not prepared to say, how- 
ever, that he was altogether wrong in his 
peace views. There are some burning ques- 
tions that cannot be snuffed out by any hu- 
man contrivance; they must be fought ont. 
American slavery was one of these, Italian 
independence was another, German unity 
was a third, Mohammedan rule in Europe is 
a fourth. But these questions are gradually 
being removed from the arena of dis- 
cussion. As they are settled one by one, 
the prospect of pacification becomes nearer. 
Who shall say, then, that Mr. Cospen’s prop- 
osition is not tenable ? It is, after all, merely 
the statement of a tendency. Freedom 


ot trade unquestionably does tend to re- 


move prejudices of rage, religion, and edu- 
cation; and in the same degree it must tend 
to remove the causes of national misunder- 
standings. The day is early yet for the 
adoption in practice of Cosppgen’s scheme for 
international arbitration and mutual disarm- 
ament, but we may believe that the states- 
man's dream of no more wars is not wholly 
vain or chimerical. 


The New York Bulletin some time ago 
made an argument that greenbacks redeemed 
in coin under the Resumption act would be 
reissued, because there was a provision in ex- 
isting laws that all such notes received by 
the Treasury in the ordinary business of the 
Government might be reissued. In alater 
issue it says that Tae Curcaco TMN bas 
not one word of answer to these exceptions 
to its position. We take its silence as mean- 
ing its inability to answer,” etc. We took 
no notice of the point, because it required 
none. The authority to pay out greenbacks 
received by the Treasury, and to issue new 
ones for old, torh, or defaced notes, has 
no possible reference to the reissue of a 
promissory note, paid and redeemed. There 
isa wide difference between receiving an 
overdue note in business and passing it out 
again, and the reissue of the note after it has 
been paid. The Government cannot lawfully 
take up one of its greenbacks by redeeming 
and paying it in gold, and then reissue it, 
any more than it can pay one of its matured 
bonds and then reissue it. That is so plain 
that we supposed the Hulletin would prefer 
to let the point drop without having atten- 
tion called to the fact that it had been made 


by that paper. 


The following extract from the letter of a centle- 
man in Chicago, writing to a friend iu this city, is 
worthy of note, the writer being a man of large 
business experience, at present connected with 
manufacturing interests in that city. He says: 
»The real-estate men here continue to go under 
every few days. Without some different legixla- 
tion it looks as theugh our Government must go to 
pieces, and the people lapse into barbarism. —/n- 
dianapolss Journal. 

The panic and hard times have unquestion- 
ably depressed the value of real estate in and 
around Chicago,—more especially unimproved 
lots. Previous to the panic there was great 
speculation in what was called outside prop- 
erty and “acre property. There were tens 
of thousands of such parcels of land purchased 
on speculation,—bought for a rise,—and partly 
paid for, when the panic came, which has since 
then taken all the starch out of such prop- 
erty. The fire which swept away 25,000 build- 


panies compelled thousands of our citizens to 
borrow money to rebuild their burnt structures, 


improvements. Just as they had re-erected 
their buildings, the panic fell on them, 
deranging business, reducing rents, and 
leaving thousands of the laboring classes 
out of employment. That some have 
been unable to repay the money borrowed 
to rebuild, is unquestionably true; others, who 
owned quantities of unimproved real estate 
but partly paid for, finding taxes and assess- 
ments high, and nc immediate prospect of an 
advance in selling prices, let the mortgagees 
foreclose and take the ground for what was due 
thereon. Those whoare best posted in these things 
estimate that, first and last, 15 to 20 per cent of 
the mortgaged r@al estate will change hanas. 
Half of this is due to the fire and the other half 
to the panic. But where one debtor is obiiged 
to succumb, five to seven are out, or coming 
out, safely.

As to the subsidiary silver pieces, 4f 
there is any particular reason for restoring their 
weight to that previous to 1853, may there not be 
equally good reason for restoring the weight of 
the gold coins to what they were previou® to 
18344 Nobody wants the weight of any,Ameri- 
can coin disturbed; what is wanted isthe re- 
coinage of the silver dollar of the daddies ;”’ the 
sooner the better, and the more of them the 
merrier.

The 
Russians have been compelled in many in- 
stances to use this newly-gathered wheat for 
foraging their horses. I saw no wells on my 
route, and the only water was found where 
natural springs had been walled up with stone, 
and a slab with a pious Turkish inscription 
placed over the stream. 

At 3 in the afternoon, after leaving Sistova, I 
was resting near one of these natural fountains, 
when a long line of ambulance-wagons, en- 
shrouded in dense clouds of dust, appeared over 
a hill in the distance. As the head of the line 
reached us and haited by the fountain, I learnt 
of the heavy battle fought t’ + day before in 
front of the Turkish fortifications around Plev- 
na. The ambulance-wagons gradually gathered, 
until the large space around the spring of cool 
water was covered with these conveyances, filled 
with human beings mangied in every conceiva- 
ble farm, who gasped for a drop of water. 
Some could not drink, as the attempts to 
swallow brought gushes of blood from gap- 
ing wounds in the throat and chest, 
which prevented them cooling their parched 
tongues covered with the horrible dust which 
rose at the slightest movement upon the roads. 
Weary with this sorrowful scene. I mounted my 
horse and pushed on. A short distance from 
jhe fountain I encountered a second ambulance 
train, loaded like its predecessor. For two 
hours they continued to pass me, and then came 
stil] longer trains of country transport carts, 
loaded with the less severe cases. intermixed 
with an apparently endless stream of ammuni- 
tion wagons, surplus baggage carts, and camp 
equipages, until finally the road became com- 
pletely blocked by the indiscriminate mass of 
horses, carts, wagons, and mangled humani- 


ty, streaming towards Sistova. I was 
compelled to lead my “horse to a 
hillock by the roadside and wait for 


au opportunity to pass on, as well as to allow 
my wagon tocome up. For more than an hour 
stood there a the passage of this mot- 
ley caravan, and bebeld the hundreds of gallant 
fellows roll by in open springless carts, with a 
blazing sun pouring down upon their blood- 
stained forms, with choking clouds of dust 
parching their ing throats, and settling in 
masses upon their agonized countenances, until 
they ceased to look like human faces. While 
waiting for the road to be cleared, we were 
often asked if there were nc troops coming to 
the rescue, and many were the bitter comments 
made on the folly of dashing those brave 
fellows against the vastly superior Mos- 
lem force, strongly intrenched on the 
height before Plevna. One officer who 
was badiy wounded had led the extreme 
advance in the assault on the Turkish intrench- 
ments. He had penetrated far into the Moslem 
lines, and said if he had been properly support- 
ed they could have carried the positions; but 
the column was not strong enough, from want 
of troops or generalsbip, and the Turks, finding 
this out, turned upon them and drove them 
back with fearful loss. Not more than half of 
that column came back,“ was the mournful 
close of the wounded officer’s statement. I 
learnt bere that the battle of the previous day 
had lasted from morning until night, the Rus- 
sian attack being made on both wings of the 
Turkish line, under the command of Geo. Kru- 
dener, who led the right in person, while the 
Russian left was commanded by Gen. Prince 
Schakoffski. We could not do anything with 
them; they were too strong for us.“ was the uni- 
vérsal remark of officers and soldiers, aud their 
cruel wounds told bow wrathfully they had en- 
deavored to carry out the sense orders to 
carry Pleyna by storm. 

The above quotation really tells the · story 
of the battle. The immense numbers of am- 
munition and transport wagons suggested 
momentarily a Russian retreat, but the absence 
of artillery refuted this idea, and | saw that the 
ammunition wagons were empty, and were 
evidently going for supplies, whilé the other 
wagons contained the tents and cap equipage 
of the dead and wounded, which were no longer 
needed at the tront. While I was waiting at 
this place a poor fellow died in one of the wag- 

At last, 
atter the stream had been passing me for four 
hours, | was enabled.to pursue my journey, and 
a short distance from my last haiting-place | 
came upon a mournful scene. The dead body 
of another Russian soldier lay beside an open 
grave by the roadside, while a party of Buig- 
: ns were saying their fuveral service. 

Leaving this funeral group, I soon came upon 
an officer in command of the escort of the im- 
mense trains I bad encountered on the roads. 
He said their losses had been terrific before 
Plevna. and that during the whole operations 
around that place they had probably lost 10 000 
men killed, wounded, sick, and prisoners. This 
number, of course, includes the 2,000 previously 
telegraphed to you from Bucharest as the re- 
sults of the fighting of the 19th, 20th, and 21st 
of July. I believe this number to be about cor- 
rect. judging from the wounded that [ gaw, and 
more especially by the thousands of knapsacks 
I met gomg to tbe rear, and which 
had belong to the men put hors de 
combat before Plevna. I am assured that 
the orders to attack at Plevna were given by 
the Grand Duke himself: if so, he alone is re- 
sponsible, for the orders were carried out as 
gailantly as any men could have done in the 
same adverse circumstances. The present posi- 
tion of the Russian army before Plevna is a 
good obe. and had they remained on the defen- 
sive thev could have held Osman Pasha in check. 
and had the lines on the beigbts of the River 
Osma as a second position. I found everything 
in good order, and the infantry drilling. The 
men are not at all satisfied with the recent attack 
on the Turkish lines, but they are anxiously 
looking for remforcements. m the hope 
of renewing the assault, which, should not be

THE RUSSIAN SITUATION A WEEK AFTER THEIR 


The reasons 
for declaring the first assault upon Plevna a 
great mistake still hold st a repeti- 
on of it. Had Gen. Krudenenremamed onthe 
efensive and held Osman Pasha at bay, the 
whole of the Russian forces between the Danube 
and *Tirnova would have been available to 
crush Mehemet Ali Pasha in the direction of the 
humla line, whereas now heavy rei- 
forcements have necessarily been sent to the 
army before Plevna, either to renew the attack 
or to restore confidence on the left wing. There 
is no adequate cause for the genera! change of 
opinion as to the Turkish chances in the cam- 
paign. The Russian losses of, say, 10, 000 men 
before Plevna do not materially change the sit- 
uation nor reverse the aspect of the campaign, 
and as for the morale, it is so evident that any 
force of 30,000 men which attacks 50,000 strongly 
intrenched on arange of hills is doomed to de- 
feat, that it cannot elevate one side or 
depress the other. permanently to such an 
extent as to change the features of the whole 
mili situation. As the number of the 
Tur forces before the Plevna affair was 
underestimated, on account of the easy Russian 
successes previously, it is now over-rated, in 
consequence of the disaster inflicted by Osman 
Pasha. This Turkish General bas probably 
50.000 men on the Plevna line, and Mehemet 
Ali has a force, estimated at 60,000 men, ad- 
vancing from the direction of Osman Bazar. 
Surely, therefore, the Russian armies in Bulga- 
ria must have evaporated under the heat of 
the sun if they are not numerous enough 


to deal successfully with any offensive 
movements of these two Ottoman hosts. 
Had the Plevna defeat been sustained 


by the Russians with eqval numbers in the open 
geld, there would have been some ground for 
believing that the prospects of the campaign 
had materially changed in favor of the Mos- 
lems; but at present there is no cause for con- 
sidering the military situation in Bulgaria as 
even approaching the critical so far as the Ras- 
siaus are concerned. I was told by Russian 
officers in the camp before Plevua that they were 
over-confident, havipg imbibed the notion that 
they had only to show themselves, and the 
Turks would run away, and that the recent 
severe repulse might teach their commanders 
some wholesome caution, especially in making 
offensive movements against intrenched posi- 
tions. 

From a gentleman who arrived here to-dav 
from the Russian frontier I learn that he passed 
on the way 500 Russian railway wagons loaded 
with infantry, cavalry, and artillery. These 
troops were already iu Roumania, en route for 
Bucharest and the front. He was informed that 
there were 600 wagons, similarly loaded, foilow- 
ing those which he saw and counted. Very 
heavy requisitions for the transport of troops 
have also been made in the last few days * 
the Roumanian railways and rolling stock. he 
whole Roumantan railway resources are now 
taken up by the Kussian men and material, so 
that only one passenger train per day is sent 
over the lines.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE GRAIN TRAUE. 

Lonpvon, Aug. 21.— The Mark Lane Express, 
in its weekly review of tne British corn trade, 
says: The weather, which a week ago ap- 
peared adverse to farming interests, has for- 
tunately undergone an inspiriting change, varied 
by some heavy storms. In the midland coun- 


ties it is gratifying to find some districts where 


the yield of wheat is said to exceed the av- 
erage. These are, of course, exceptions, and 
not numerous enough to counterbalaace the 
localities where the deficiency on an 
average crop is reported. Still it 
appears evident that the poor yield 
of 1876 will be exceeded. To put the 
matter in figures. we consider that 11,000,000 or 
12,000,000 quarters will about represent the 
home growth this year. Barley will scarcely be 
ready to cut till the end of the month, but, with 
fine weather until then, the advantage will be 
on the side of a crop which has wonderfully im- 
proved under the recent rain, and has filled out 
ears in a promising manner. 

On Monday last the first samples of new En- 
glish wheat were exhibited at Mark Lane, just 
a fortnight later than was the case last year. 
Very few sales have yet been made of this vear's 
produce, as the growers have held for fancy 
rices, which the buyers have been indisposed 
o give. Some indication of future values will 
probably be shown this week, when increased 
arrivals will no doubt attract purchasers. 
Probable early deliveries of new English wheat, 
and anticipated shipments from America, have 
caused trade in Mark Lake to move withina 
very narrow limit, and the same causes have to 
some extent affected provincial markets, 
though in the latter no great activity is 
expected at harvest time. It would be rash 
to attempt now to predict what the 
future course of prices is likely to be, 
but our requirements, though heavy, will prob- 
ably be casily met bv the large American supply 
which seems to be assured, plus shipments from 
North Russia and India and other numerous 
channels of supply, so that buyers appear to be 
justified in their present cautious policy. At 


the same time it must be borne in mind that 


political contingencies may again disturb trade, 
and compel buyers 8 extend their operations, 
while supplies fro India may possibly be 
limited or interfered with by the pressing need 
of those districts now scourged by famine.

There i. 5 a steady improvement in the demand, 
and an early opening of the regular autumn season 
is confidently looked for. Stocks are in excelient 
condition. The grocery market presented no im- 
portant new features. Business continues good, 
and the general tenor of prices is steady. Sugars 
still show a lack of strength, but there w little 
likelinood of any further material shrinkage in 
prices, which are already comparatively low. Cof- 
fees are firm, with the tendency in an upward di- 
rection. Rice also is held at full figures. There 
was a quiet market for dried fraits, but, excepting 
raisins, the different lines were fairly firm. Layer 
and loose muscate! raisins were off 5c ber Dok. the 
former being freely offered at $1.50@1.55. 
Prunes, currants, and apples were firm. The de- 
mand for fish continues liberal, and previous prices 
are firmly adhered to, Butter was fairly active 
and unchanged, with sales of common to fancy 
grades at 10@24¢c. Cheese remains dull, at 84 
9%c for good to best fulf creams. Prices of leath- 
er, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood remain as 
before. Oils were moving fairly for the season. 
Turpentine was quoted firm at 38@40c, and ad- 
vancing. Lard and linseed were lower. the former 
declining to 73c for extra, and the latter to 52@ 
55c. Linseed has now touched the lowest point 
known for years. The unusual depression is 
chiefly due to the merely nominal value of the 


cake. 

Lumber was steady and in good demand. The 
offerings of cargoes were again light. The yard- 
dealers were doinga good business. Hardware, 
nails, and metals continue in moderate demand. 
Business is improving, and dealers expect a good 
trade in the fall months. Wool continues quiet 
and unchanged. Western and occasionally East - 
ern buyers appear in the market or send in orders. 
so trade, though light, is not exactly at a stand- 
still. The demand for timothy seed was fair, but 
the offermgs were large, and prices again weak- 
ened. Flax was steady. The hay and broom-corn 
markets were quiet. The demand for green fruits 
was up to the average, and good stock was steady, 
but inferior fruit, of which the offerings were 
large, was slow and lower. Eggs were a shade 
firmer, and poultry steady. 

Lake freignts were moderately active and easy at 
the recent advance, carriers asking 4c for corn to 
Buffalo. Room was taken for 40,000 bu wheat, 
100, 000 bu corn, 130,000 bu oats, and 26,000 bu 
rye, with 70,000 bu wheat to load here or at Mil- 
wankee. 

Through freights to New York by lake and rail 
were quoted at 15c on wheat, l4c on corn, and 10c 
on oats.

In May last the defeddants took possession of 
about twenty acres in the N. K. M of Sec. 28, and 
made a contract with the corporate authorities of 
Chicago to remove from the city the bodies of dead 
horses, cows, dogs, aud other animals condemned, 
and also putrid meats and other offensive sab- 
stances required to be removed from the city.

Mr. Watkins sat in his back office in his shirt 
sleeves when a TRIBUNE reporter called upon him 
yesterday morning to see how he felt over the 
Council's disposition of the gas question.

THE SOUTH PARKS. 
MEETING OF THE BOARD. 
The South Park Board held a regular meeting at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon in their office, corner 
of Randolph and Dearborn streets. President 


James Morgan presided. 

Several petitions for the subdivision of tracts 
of land for the purposes of assessment were grant- 
ed upon the approval of counsel for the Board. 
Bills amounting to $2,610 were approved and or- 
dered paid. 

The petition of the Oakland Congregational 
Church for remission of special assessments was 
reported on adversely, and the report adopted. 

e matter of purchasing 2. acres of land on 
the south side of Fifty-fifth street, for $25 per 
foot, including streets, or $30 foot exclusive 
of streets, $12,000 in all, was discussed at consid- 
erable length. The owner, Mr. Mulloy, was wil- 
ling to give the land for special assessment, with 
the exception of $1,000, which was to be paid in 
cash. At present there is a question as to the 
title of the land, but Mulloy proposes to give a 
clear title or no sale. The whole matter was re- 
ferred to the Land Committee, they toreport at 
next meeting. 

Mr. Sidway offered a resolution ordering the 
grading and preparation of the ground on Western 
avenue, Fifty-fifth street boulevard, and Midway 
Plaisance, for the planting of trees next epring. 
the ground to be placed in proper condition by the 
15th of October. Mr. Sidway explained that with 
drainage-tiie the improvement would cost about 
$6. 000, which was provided for in the resolution. 

Mr. Price offered the following as an amend- 
ment: 

It is necessary. in view of financial mat- 
om to be taken care of by this Board the coming fall 
and winter, thas we should use the utmost economy in 
all of our expenditures; therefore, 

Resolved, this Board will not enter upon or 
make any permanent improvement on any of the parks 
or boulevards this fall and winter. 

On motion of Mr. Cornell, both resolutions were 
laid over till next meeting. 

Mr. Sidway moved that they adjourn until next 
Tuesday for the p of considering these reso- 
lutions, which was lost. 

Shepherd's bill, amounting to $2,100, for broken 
stone furnished for the Grand boulevard, was laid 
over until next regular meeting. 

Mr. Price moved that Fred W. Clarke be ap- 

inted engineer of the Board, he being paid at 
he rate of 50 cents per hour. Laid over until next 
meeting. 

The Village of Hyde Park was allowed the right 
to build the Forty-first street sewer under Drexel 
boulevard, under the direction of the Park Super- 
intendent, and subject to such restrictions as the 
Board may direct, in order to avoid the destruction 
of ——1 etc. 

The B then adjourned.

The Georgia Convention has decided by a 
nearly unanimous vote—166 to 15—that it will not 
allow the bonds which it alleges to be fraudaient 
to be submitted toacourt.

Can the Treasury get a sufficient reserve to 
be in a position to pay all its notes that may be 
posnentes? Mr. Sherman says yes, and he is per- 

ectly safe in so saying, provided that he does not 
use too large a part of the proceeds of the sales of 
bonds for refunding rather than for the pu 

of a specie reserve. That it is practicable to get 
$100, 000, 000 of gold for resumption purposes be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1879, is admitted by persons who are 
familiar with the exchanges. That this sam would 
be nearly, if not quite, a reserve of 50 per centam 
of all the lagal-tender notes which could be pre- 
sented for payment we showed in a recent article. 
It is well understood, too, that the only important 
demand for the gold payment of legal-tender notes 
would be when some joreign exigency, like a panic 
or a war, compelled extraor/inary payments 
out of the country where our notes would 
not be taken. Mr. Sherman, in the course of bis 
speech ou this subject, committed himself to the 
permanent retention of United States legal tender 
notes in the currency, or of such an amount of 
them as can be kept at par with gold. From this 
we utterly dissent, believing that the Government 
should not be in the banking business a day cfter 
it can get out of it without unnecessary distarbance 
to the country. Mr. Sherman favors keeping 3 
large amount of the !egai-tender notes in circula- 
tion; we favor paying them off as rapidly as prac- 
ticable until the last vestige of them has disap- 
pearec, and having in their place real money 
which the Government shall enly be concerned in 
to tae extent of determining its weight and fine- 
ness—in other words, coming it. This is really all 
the Government should do; and a proper banking 
system would furnish all the credit currency need- 
ed. - He York Evening Post (Nep.).
